EASTER HELD AT 
GREEK CHURCH 


Servian Society Attend­ 
ed in a Body Headed 
by Jackson Band 


T he Greek church celebrated Easter 
last Sunday morning, w ith 
every in­ 
teresting and appropriate 
ceremonies, 
Father Dabovich, officiating. 
T he 
Servian 
Benevolent 
Society, 
“ Ostrog, ” No. 8, of Jackson, 
attended 
the services in a body, 
representing 
about 80 members, 
form ing at 
their 
lodge hail on Main street, 
and march­ 
ing to the church, headed by the jack­ 
son M ilitary band. 
Flying from the large flagstaff 
in 
front of the Greek 
ch u rch was 
the 
stars and stripes, the G reek church flag, 
and the colors of the Servian society. 
T h e Easter se mon, as 
preached by 
Father Dabovich, was a copy of the ser­ 
mon written in the year 1525 by St. 
John Chrysostom. The fath er elaborated 
on th e the theologv of the ancient teacher 
on th e story of the resurrection of the 
soul and the overcoming of sin and re­ 
storing of life. 
St. Joh n Chrvsostom 
took part in the 3d general council, 
and 
signed its cannon. In the fourth general 
counsil, he presided. 
H e was a presby 
ter at Antioch and Arcli b ish op of Con­ 
stantinople, and a Patriarch 
of New 
Rome. 
The entire ecclesiastical world 
from Luther and Calvin down to the pre­ 
sent day, recognized the sa in t as a most 
w onderful philosopher. 
A fter mass was said, th e lodge again 
formed into a body, and th e march back 
to th e hall was made. 
M any out of town 
G reek followers attended 
the services, 
and the church was crow ded to 
its 
capacity. 
E aster is a very im pressive occasion 
for th e Greeks who follow the Julian 
C easer calandar, the 
church 
seceded 
from 
the Roman church 
in the year 
1503, owing to the fact that the divinity 
of the Apostie Peter, was not recognized. 


T h e Czar of Russia 
is 
the present 
head of the Creek congregation, and 
this occasion in Russia is the greatest 
event in the year. 
It is a custom to 
greet all friends with a k iss on Easter 
m orning throughout the R ussian empire, 
w hile the Servian’s great holiday is 
C hristm as. 
Yet as a u nited body in 
church, Easter is a very sacred occa­ 
sion. 
The Easter morn 
is symbolized 
by th e colored egg, both 
in the Greek 
and Roman, as in the P rotestant church, 
and colored egg shells could be found 
scattered all over the city.

The Dispatch petitioned the board to raise the 
price on this particular job frotn 5 cents per name to 10 cents 
per name, or in other words, to just double the rates, and in 
presenting his request the publisher clearly demonstrated to 
the board that his general knowledge of the work upon which 
he was bidding amounted to absolutely nothing, as he vol­ 
untarily suggested that the printer whom he was employing 
be called to help him better explain what a stupendous task 
the job was. 
Much to his own chagrin the young man found 
himself brazenly trying to urge the board to reach into the 
pockets of the taxpayers and get from them at least another 
hundred and fifty dollars.

Penry all be was willing to ask for in his bids, but more con­ 
servative minds on the board soon gave the gentleman to 
understand that the taxpayer must have some consideration, 
and the motion was ignored.

Last Letter of Leonard Groce 


Victim of Zelaya, is 


Published 


New York.—C o p ies of ex-president 
Zelaya’s book on 
the 
revolution 
in 
Nicaragua, which he has been engaged 
in writing since h is precipitate re tire ­ 
ment from office occupied the center of 
the stage in the little Spanish-American 
colony here. 
The book, which is 
in 
Spanish, has ju st been published in 
Madrid and is intended as a justifica­ 
tion of the ex-president. 
To Americans th e most 
interesting 
portion of the book 
is the appendix, 
which gives several long extracts from 
Zelaya’s correspbondence. 


Among the e x h ib its is a letter w ritten 
by the American, G roce, to his m uther 
in the United States just before he w as 
executed. 
It was confiscated by th e 
Nicaraguan officials, and the 
m other 
never received it. 
It is as follows: 
“ El Castille Fortress, San Juan 
River, 
Nicaragua, C. A ., November 16, 1909. 
“ My Darling M am a—This will be a 
terrible blow to y o u —the last word you 
will ever receive 
from your wavward 
son. 
I can't w rite much, as I am too 
nervous and have only a few minutes to 
live. 
I joined the revolution in B lu e; 
fields and was captured and sentenced to 
be shot to death. 
I 
will be executed 
together with a young man from 
V ir­ 
ginia, Leroy C annon. 
It will take place 
this forenoon at 10 o ’clock. 
“ Now, 
mother, dear, bear up. 
T his 
is my fate—the resu lts of war and d i s ­ 
obedience to a loving mother. 
I t ’s 
hard to be shot lik e this, but 1 will d ie 
like a man. 
Tell all good-bye, it’s i m ­ 
possible for me to write more. 
Love 
and kisses as the last farewell on earth 
to you, dear mother,

How to Make a Seasonable T reat For 
the Children. 
Bake tw o fruit cakes of the same 
stock, using tin or porcelain vegetable 
bowls w ith rounded bottom s for molds. 
The cakes should be at le a st six inches 
deep and from ten to tw elve inches In 
diam eter and look like sym m etrical 
hem ispheres. 
Keep In paraffin paper 
a few d ay s or even a w eek, and then 
scoop o u t one of them on the flat side 
until-you have a hollow ab o u t the size 
of an individual soup bowl. 
Fill this 
w ith stuffed dates, candied pineapple 
and choice bitter sweets. 
By laying 
on the o th er hemisphere th e cake will 
have th e proportions of an average 
pumpkin. 
Coat th e entire surface w ith a frost­ 
ing m ade of the yolks of six eggs, to 
which a pound of confectioner’s sugar 
and tw o ounces of cornstarch have 
been added. 
Beat well a n d test be­ 
fore using. 
Do not apply thickly the 
first tim e, as it is sure to run on the 
rounded sides, but spread thinly in the 
beginning, let dry, and th e n add a sec­ 
ond and th ird coat. 
In th is way you 
can get a good imitation of the vivid 
yellow su rface of a pum pkin. 
On to one side of the cake press 
eight red candy beans in a straight 
row to im itate teeth. 
Above these 
place a large red candy h e a rt for a 
nose an d tw o large red bulging gum- 
drops to represent eyes. M odel a stub 
end of green sealing w ax an d set on 
top of th e cake. 
The hostess will cut th e upper half 
only, sinking the knife a t the green 
stub end 
and cutting 
outw ard in 
straight lines. 
W hen all these upper 
pieces a re disposed of the candy In the 
lower half, being in full view , will sug­ 
gest the next course.—Chicago Trib­ 
une.

NOTED FOR HIS KEEN SCENT. 


The Stupid Looking B rute Hae a Nose 
T hat Makes Up For* Hia Almoat Uee- 
leas Little Eyes— He Can Wheel at 
Full Speed Like a Polo Pony. 


A t first sight the A frican rhinoceros 
nppenrs to be lienvily handicapped by 
n u tu re ns regards his anatomy. 
His 
flabby, loutish body, short, stumpy 
legs, small, unblluking, pigllke eyes 
and prehensile tipper lip all combine 
to give him an air o f stupid Inactivity. 
Yet let him once sc en t danger, and 
how quickly Is this idea dissipated. 
If lying down at th e tlm«! be Is on 
his legs uud facing th e cause of dis­ 
turbance In a flash, 
i f satisfied that 
th e danger Is real, he tu rn s In a sec­ 
ond and is galloping up wind at a 
pace that com pares favorably with 
th a t of a good horse. 
T o avoid obstructions he can turn 
aud wheel at full speed like u polo 
pony aud Is capable o f keeping up the 
pace for miles. 
In a straight race be­ 
tw een n rhinoceros a n d a horse over 
tw o miles of the average country In 
w hich the former Is m et with, consist­ 
ing. as it usually docs? of black cotton 
soil and ordinary veld, th e rhino would 
be fully able to hold h i s o w d . 
Being very sure footed, obstacles, 
cracks In the ground and small holes 
w hich would cause a horse to stumble. 
If n o t come to grief altogether, have 
no effect on him w hatever, and he will 
gallop down one side o f a khor aud 
up th e other, leaviug loose stones and 
debris rattling, but w ithout one false 
step. 
H is great physical d efe ct is bis sight, 
his eyes being of very little use to him. 
and the hunter may w alk straight up 
lo him lu open country till within 100 
y ard s and. without exercising very 
m uch care. caD by stalking, should the 
ground be fairly favorable, easily get 
w ithin twenty yards before firing, al­ 
w ays provided the approach is made 
from the leeward side. 
Any advan­ 
tag e be may lose ow ing to his bad eye­ 
sight is fully made up to him by his 
sense of smell. 
T h e phrase “a nose like a fox ter­ 
rier” is often applied to keenness of 
scent. 
This should ra th e r be "a nose 
like a rhinoceros." 
T h ere is very lit­ 
tle chance of getting on term s with 
him if the approach is made from 
wind ward. 
If lying down, he alm ost invariably 
does so with his nose pointed down 
wind, 
consequently 
th e 
hunter ap ­ 
proaching, as 
he 
naturally should, 
from the leeward side, has only the 
q u arry 's defective sig h t and hearing 
to contend with. 
in the daytim e the rhino bird, or 
oxpecker (Buphaga africana), acts as 
a protection to him. sleeping and wak­ 
ing. 
There Is a superstition among 
the natives that these sm all birds per­ 
form the duties of sentry. 
To a cer­ 
tain extent this is true. 
They are al­ 
w ays flitting about and hanging on to 
him. feeding on the tic k s with which 
he sw arm s, and on th e approach of 
d anger flutter about w ith little hoarse 
cries, which have the effect of rousing 
him and, if continued, cause him to 
rise up and look around. 
It is almost im possible to calculate 
correctly what the action of a rhino 
will be on becoming aw a re of danger. 
No tw o of them seem to behave in the 
sam e w ay in sim ilar circumstances. 
On th e whole, it is sa fe to say that 
if only disturbed he w ill retreat, but 
should he be actually annoyed and see 
his enem y he will retaliate and charge. 
Serious loss and delay are often 
caused by a rhino charging a caravan. 
Yet th is action is nearly alw ays forced 
upon him and occurs through stupidi­ 
ty ra th e r than prem editated malice. 
The head of a caravan, say. of BOO 
porters, extending over tw o or three 
miles of country, pusses to windward 
of a rhino. 
He gets the scent und 
moves up wind und perhaps neurs the 
center of the caravan, 
when, being 
thoroughly alarmed, he tu rn s off a lit­ 
tle. only to strike the ta il end. 
B eing now puzzled and seeing at 
last, as he thinks, the origiual cause 
of his annoyance, he charges straight 
through, on his way horning a load 
or tw o hastily cast aside by the por­ 
ters on his upproaeb. 
lie then passes 
on to leew ard of the caravan und. be­ 
ing a t last delivered from the annoy­ 
ing scent, moves on Into more peaceful 
territory. 
Yet a person who had not 
w atched his progress from the start 
would think that he had come from a 
mile o r more away w ith the deliberate 
inteutlou of exterm inating the cara­ 
van. 
On th e whole, it m ay be said that 
the disposition of the rhino is on a 
par w ith that of most auim als and 
many human beiugs—th ey wish to be 
left alone, aud unless worried they 
will iv)t make trouble.—Loudon Field.

Progress in Typhoid Prevention Gyp­

Vaccination as a preventive of typhoid 
fever has been tried on hundreds of 
thousands of persons in the last few 
years, and the results seem to have been 
favorable, although th e records have 
been very incomplete. In the Boer War, 
there were 100,000 inoculations among 
B ritish soldiers, apparently reducing the 
cases of typhoid to about ten per cent 
of th e proportion am ong the uninocu­ 
lated. 
Antitpyhoid vaccination was be­ 
gun in the United States Army in Febru­ 
ary, 1909, and ot about 135 cases of ty­ 
phoid fever in 75,000 m en only one was 
in a man who had been vaccinated. 
B ritish experience seem s to show that 
the period of protection is about three 
years. 
A so-called “ negative phase” 
soon after inoculation, 
with increased 
liability of the disease at ttiat time, has 
been ail argument against the practice, 
but Major,,F. F. Russel, of the U. S. 
A rm y Medical Corps, finds that the vac­ 
cination does not predispose to the dis­ 
ease >n an epidemic and tiiat there is no 
evidence of a negative phase. 
If the 
inoculation is given during the incuba­ 
tion period, the severity of the disease 
is lessened. 


A new source of sulphuric acid has 
been sought in 
European 
countries, 
w here phrites and sim ilar sulphides are 
scarce. 
H. Trey 
has 
experimented 
witli a pure gyspum that i very abund­ 
ant in the basin of die Duna, Russia, 
and has mixed this w ith a calculated 
pronorton of pure silica, or quartz sand, 
and heated to redness for 30 or 40 
m in u tes in a platinum crucible. 
The 
presence of iron as im puritv consider­ 
ably quickened the process. 
The sul­ 
phuric acid was so hot th at it was de­ 
com posed into sulphurous anhydride and 
oxygen on being given off in water, but 
the tw o gases were readily recombined. 
The final product is sulp h uric acid free 
from arsenic and of exceptional purity. 


L ike manganese boron has been found 
by a French experim enter to have a 
catalytic effect in 
increasing 
crops. 
W ith maize, rape and turnips, 3 grams 
of b oric acid per square yard raised the 
yield 50, 21 and 23 per cent respective­ 
ly. 
If the proper proportion is used, 
there in increase of ash or contined 
boron in the products. 


W e have arrived at the age of preci­ 
sion, when everything 
is accurately 
tested and weighed and assigned its 
proper valuation, and 
to 
make the 
hum an inventory com plete it has be­ 
come necessary to gauge even so ab­ 
stract a possession as intelligence. How 
to m ak e this test satisfactorily is still 
an unsolved problem, ad m its Prof. R. 
S. W oodworth, an A m erican Association 
psychologist, it is now quite easy to 
m easure the senses, and bodily move­ 
ment, and the simpler kinds of judg­ 
ment, but even these do not give an 
adequate idea of mental efficiency, and 
it is concluded that no sing le test can do 
ju stice to so complex a trait as intelli­ 
gence. 
Quickness in grasping a novel 
situation and directness in meeting it 
w ithout useless effort are two important 
features of intelligent action. 
The so- 
called “ form test,” applying to these 
qualities, uses a num ber o f differently- 
shaped blocks, with a board having holes 
to m atch, and the person under test is 
required to fit the blocks into the holes 
in th e shortest possible tim e. 
This 
crude method simply separates out a 
low o rd er of capacity. 
It seemed to 
show that whites, Indians, Eskimos, 
Ainus, Tilippinos and C inghalese have 
about the same average faculties, but 
that th e Jgorot and N egrito of the Phil­ 
ippines and the Pygmy of the Congo 
take low er rank. An exact estimate of 
racial or individual intelligence is as 
far off us ever, 
H eat storage, instead of electric cur­ 
rent, is the plan of G. G . Bell, a Lon­ 
don engineer, for keeping electric light­ 
ing station employed in th e day time. 
An iron block 18 inches h igh and 12 in 
diam eter is covered w ith magnesia to 
prevent the escape of heat, and in the 
hollow center is enclosed a removable 
electric heating unit in several sec­ 
tions. As the heating unit is raised to a 
high temperature, the iron block be­ 
comes hot, remaining so indefinitely. 
U nlim ited heat for cooking is provided, 
and, as the current is sw itched on only 
during th e hours when lig h t is not re­ 
quired, it is supposed that central sta­ 
tions can reduce tne cost to that of less 
convenient and clearly system s of heat­ 
ing. T he apparatus sup plies hot air, 
steam or hot water for h ou se heating. 


The bronze propeller blades of the 
M auretania showed wear to depth of '4 
to 2,!a inches in three m onths. 
Dr. O. 


Silberrad, finding that the water had 
acted as a rough file, showed that th e 
engines had run 174 revolutions per 
m inute, developing 68,000 horse-power; 
and the perimeter of each 17-foot pro­ 
peller had traveled in a spiral path 105 
m iles an hour, transm itting to the water 
17,(XK) horse-power. 


In the new stage lighting at the Im- 
oeriai Opera of B erlin, Fortuny, the 
Spanish designer of the system, uses 
an arc lamp, and the rays are not thrown 
directly upon the scene, hut are re ­ 
flected from silk hands unrolled and set 
in position by pulleys. 
This causes the 
light to become perfectly diffused, 
The 
stage fittings include a steel sky in the 
form of a quarter of a sphere, and the 
dead white coating given this skv causes 
it, in the diffused light, to give the il­ 
lusion of limited space. 
By a special 
device, clouds are show n in apparent 
natural motion. 
T he clouds are painted 
on screens, and th e ir reflection from 
slow ly rotated m irrors causes them to 
appear to be moving slowly across the 
sky. These ingenious appliances, said 
to be readily operated and effective, 
seem to add to stage productions an u n ­ 
usual and pleasing realism . 


A simple detector for dangerous gases 
in mines, the invention of Sir. Henry 
C unyngham e and Prof. John Cadman, 
is a piece of sheet asbestos that has 
been twice steeped in strong carbonate 
o f soda solution, w ith the addition of a 
little hydrochloric acid. 
The prepared 
asbestos is secured in a suitable holder 
m oving it into the lam p flame. 
The 
detector is pushed two-thirds through 
th e flame just above the wick, when a 
slig ht foggy orange halo appears around 
th e flame toward the upper part of the 
absestns, and if firedamp is present a 
yellow ish conical cap surmounts 
the 
halo, varying'in size w ith the propor­ 
tion of inflammable gas contained in the 
air. 
. 


Bread plants of the Kaffirs described 
by an American botanist are a sm all 
coup belonging to the cactus family, and 
know n botanicaliy 
as 
Encephalartos. 
T here are about tw elve species, known 
only in Africa, and all but one or two— 
w hich extend northward into the tropics 
— are confined to S outh Africa. 
The 
stem s of the plants are buried in the 
ground for several m onths. 
The m uci­ 
laginous center or p itch is taken out 
and dried, and is afterw ard made into 
cak es like bread. 


For saving the heat wasted in 
b o ilin g 
w ater, a novel idea is a detachable 
jacket leading the flames and hot gases 
of the fire around the kettle. 


What Registration 
Seems to Indicate 


Registration appears to be a little slow 
in m ost of the counties of the state up 
to the present time. 
In San Francisco, 
it is less than 25,000, the party affilia­ 
tion showing up to last Friday night 15,- 
(586 republicans, 2,635 democrats, 1663 
union labor, 161 socialists, 31 prohibit­ 
ionists. 30 independent league, while 
494 declined to state th e ir party politics, 
and will therefore b e excluded from 
voting at the primary. 
Alameda county 
lias nearly 30,000 nam es on the great re­ 
g ister at the present tim e, and Los 
Angeles leads the procession, as she 
usually does, with over 40,000 names 
enrolled. Sacramento has a little better 
than 10,000 voters registered to date, 
and strange to say the party ratio holds 
about the same in th e other counties 
that it does in San Francisco. 
it seem s hardly probably that only 
republicans are registering, but on the 
other hand it appears m ore likely that 
m any independent or lukewarm demo­ 
crats are registering as republicans for 
the purpose of getting a chance to exer­ 
cise the right of franchise in the nam­ 
ing of a republican candidate in the pri­ 
m aries because they d esp air already of 
w inniDg in the general election. 
The 
new primary law may prove to be one 
of th e worst m akeshifts ever offered to 
the voters of California, and dissatis­ 
faction is already cropping out in unex­ 
pected quarters with it. — Exchange.

PIONEER PASSES 
INTO FINAL REST 


Former Resident of Jack­ 
son Died in Wood­ 
land 


The Woodland 
Democrat of 
May 3, 
gives the following account of the death 
of 
a 
former 
resident 
and 
pioneer 
citizen of Jackson. 
The rem ains were 
brought to this city yesterday, 
and the 
funeral was held to-day, the body 
being 
deposited by h is sorrowing relatives and 
friends in the family plot in the C ath o ­ 
lic cemetery. 


Sabato Nardini 
died this 
m orning 
about 3 o'clock at his home on 
Main 
street. 
His death was due to lympho, a 
disease of the glands. 
About a year 
ago he was operated upon, and a growth 
was removed from the neck. 
Several 
months later th e growtn reappeared and 
spread with such rapidity that it baffled 
the efforts of th e most skillful 
p h y sici­ 
ans. 
As a result he gradually began to 
decline. 
A w eek ago he took to his 
bed. 
Three days ago he suffered 
a 
paralytic stroke affecting his 
speech. 
On Monday m orning 
he 
suffered 
a 
second stroke, which disabled 
h is e n ­ 
tire left side. 
He 
remained 
in 
a 
comatose condition all day 
and 
the 
greater portion of the night, 
and passed 
away peacefully this morning. 
Mr Nardini w as patient and u nco m ­ 
plaining during all his affliction. 
His 
suffering at tim es was intense, 
but he 
maintained his cheerful disposition to 
the lest. 
Deceased was born in Barga, Italy, on 
June 17, 1834. 
H is parents died when 
he was of tender age. 
When a mere 
lad he left for England, 
where he 
en­ 
gaged in artistic plaster of paris work, 
remaining there several years. 
In 1852 
he came to the United States w ith 
his 
older brother, Joseph. 
He followed his 
trade in New York, 
Boston and other 
eastern cities un til 1855, when attracted 
by the gold excitem ent in California, he 
started west. 
H e first located at Placer- 
viHe, and after remaining there a short 
time 
removed 
to 
Jackson, 
Amador 
county, where h e engaged in mining. 
In July of 1884, 
Mr Nardini 
ceased 


his m ining operations, sold h is property 
at Jackson, and came to Woodland. 
He 
leased a brick building on the corner of 
Third and 
Main street, 
a portion of 
which is now used bv C. M urphy as a 
blacksmith shop, and conducted a lodg­ 
ing house and bar in the sam e 
In 1898 
he purchased the two-story brick struc­ 
ture across the street and ever since that 
time has conducted a hotel 
there under 
the name o f the Tuscana house. 


Fo'ty-one years ago Air Nardidi was 
married to M iss Marienta M assi. 
Nine 
children 
w ere born to them , 
six 
of 
whom are living. 
He is survived bv 
his wife and 
the following 
children: 
Mrs Tilli Desano of Rocklin, Joseph C. 
Nardini, 
who is connected 
with 
the 
United States Immigration 
service at 
Los Angeles, Mrs Mary B enasin, Louis 
Nardini, M rs Flora Cecchetini and Miss 
Emma N ardini of Woodland. 
Deceased 
also leaves one brother, Joseph, 
resid­ 
ing in Germany, and a nephew, A. Nar­ 
dini, who 
is a wholesale commission 
merchant in San Francisco. 


The death of Mr Nardini 
m arks the 
passing of an old and respected resi­ 
dent. 
U ntil recently, he enjoyed robust 
health, 
due in a great m easure, 
no 
doubt, to h is temperate and methodical 
habits, and his cheerful disposition 
He 
was quiet and unobtrusive and made it a 
practice to attend strictly to his own 
business. 
He was strictly honest in 
all his dealings with his fellow man, 
and his word was as good as 
h is bond. 
He was a devoted husband, an indulgent 
and affectionate father, a loyal friend 
and good citizen. 
His fam ily has the 
sympathy of the entire comm unity.
